DISSATISFIED CUBA. 

Preparations Making for Another Outbreak—

New York, April 9.— Gen, Maximo 
Gomez, military leader of the Cuban revolu- 
tioniata, arrived in this city yesterday from 
San Domingo on the steamer Stato of Texas, 
The New York contingent of revolutionists 
attach but slight importance to the report 
that 200 rifles and 20,000 rounds of am- 
munition, shipped from this port by sym- 
pathizers here, ' vers seized at Fort au 
Prince, They take the ground that tho 
seizure is a small one, and represents less 
than 10 per cent, of the shipments that have 
surreptiously reached Cuba within a few 
weeks. 

Beoiamln Guerr»,.one of the principals 
in the revolutionary movement, said to-day 
that it was simply a matter of time before 
the troable would begin. He would not 
commit himself on the subject of tho amount 
of arms that had already been auooessfully 
placed in tho handa of Cuban insurgents, 
out intimated that if tho uprising occurred 
to-morrow there wos Buffioiont to cause tho 
Spanish Government much surprise. The 
action of tho Spanish Government in ar- 
resting the old patriot, Guidarro Monardo, 
ho said, had increased tho bitter feeling 
againat Spain. Senor Guerra said that tho 
Spanish Government had increased their 
garrison forces at Nassau and other pointa 
in anticipation of nn uprising.

Paris, April 9 — Le Figaro to-morrow 
will contain an interview which, the editor 
lays, was held with King Humbert of Italy 
by a person connected with tho Figaro staCT, 
While unwilling to show tho proofs of the 
interview, the editor gave tho substance to 
the United Press correspondent. The King 
had declared that he said Italy's plans 
were all for peace. The Italian people 
felt opposed to war by whiotf they 
had nothing to Rain and much to 
lose, Thoy wore especially anxious 
restore the former amicable com- 
mercial relations between France and Italy, 
Rumors as to the nature of the Figaro in- 
terview were current late this evening. 
^'any persons affeot to believe that King 
Humbert intended merely to try to ascer- 
tain whether or no.t an Italian loan oonld be 
floated In Paris. The- ministers evidently 
saw an advance proof of inter- 
view, and took It very seriously 
for Lo Temps this afternoon approached tho 
subject in a semi-ofHcial statement, dia- 
guiaed as a dispatch from Le Temps cor- 
rcBpondent in Rome, Tho statement aoid 
that tho present was a peculiar time for 
Italy to propose the renewal of a commor- 
ciiil treaty with Francj. In view of Premier 
Criapi's recent deolnration concerning Baron 
Sinnio'a financial projoots, and the demon- 
stration and interview in Venice yesterday, 
a more unfortunate occasion could hardly 
have been chosed. It was very singular 
that Italy should imagine Franca would bo 
willing to respond to advances in oommor- 
ial matters wbilo tho political relations of 
tho two countries remained unchanged. 

Lo Soir printed this evening a lucid lead- 
er on tho meeting of King Humbert and 
Emperor William in Venice. "Tho day is 
coming", says tho writer, "when Italy, 
ruined and starving, will again need Franco's 
aid. Wo hope that then Franco will re- 
member Italy's ingratitude. Humbert is 
King only tlurongh the blood of French aol- 
dicra, yot he now bleeds Italy to satiefy 
Franco's conqueror, whoao livery he wears. 
France may some day pardon the nation ; 
but only when Italy shall become a repub- 
lic. The most It will do for Humbert is to 
grant him an asylum after he shall be do- 
throned". 



NEWFOUNDLAND POLITICS. 

Tlio Assembly Still Without a Qnoram— A 
Guvcrnmpnt Organ Charted With 
LlbelUni; a Jutlgo. 

St. Joii.n's, Nllil., .April 9. — Tho governor 
has not yot mado any announcement of his 
decision In the election cases. The Execu- 
tive Council met this afternoon and decided 
to demand that ho make his. roply publio 
not later than Wodneaday or olao reaign. It 
ia reported ho will resign before that time. 
Tho osaembly is still without a quorum, 
Tho Govornment party will move when 
business is again resumed, o vote of conS- 
denco in Messrs. Woods and Mooro, whoso 
names were strioken from tho rolls. 

In the snpreme court to-day tho editor 
and proprietor of the Telegram, a govern- 
ment organ, was before the court charged 
with contempt in publishing alleged libels 
on Jnstloe Winter, denouncing him for an 
unfair dedielon in imgeatlng Messrs, 'Woods 
and Moore. The case was beard before 
Chief Justice Carter. Bsforeadjournniont 
tho chief justice announced that hia judg- 
ment would be given to-morrow morning. 
He advised the Telegram's lawyers to sor- 
lously consider their position in the mean- 
timo.

London, April 9.— It ia understood tha 
at a long conferenoo between Lord Kimber- 
ley, and Mr. Bayard, the American minis- 
ter, the discussion was over the clause of 
the British Behring Sea bill, which pro- 
vides that all vessels seized whieh sailed 
from their home ports before the passing of 
the bill, their commanders being unaware of 
tho fact, sholl be acquitted of having vio- 
lated tho regulations for taking seals pro- 
vided in tho bill. 

Tho Behring Sea bill passed its third 
reading in the House of Commons this even* 
ing. It passed with amendment. Sir 
Charles Russell having accepted Sir Biohard 
Webster's suggestion that the claase to 
which the U. 3. Government is said to ob- 
ject be altered in the Hoose of Lords. 

In occeptloK Sir Biohard Webster's sag. 
gostion. Sir Charles Bussell spoke at some 
length. "The Amerioan and English bills," 
ho said, *'were snbstantially the same, 
There were a few points of difTereuce, but 
these were trivial. Clause 7 had been en- 
tirely^ misunderstood by the English and 
American newspapers. They seemed to 
think that tho Engiiah bill would give im- 
munity to veaaols sailing for Behring Sea be- 
fore the bill should go into cfTect, Nothing 
of tho kind was contemplated. The only 
effect possible waa that, if a ship sailed with- 
out notice of tho passing of the bill, and of- 
fended against its provisions, its master 
would not bo punished. 

The commanders of oruisera patrolling 
Behring Sea would not bo judgoa of tho fact 
whether or not tho ships had been notified 
before sailing. This waa a matter for a 
court to deal with. Ho hoped that this ex- 
planation would be satisfactory. The clause 
had been inserted in the bill in response to 
Canada's demand. The homo governmenti 
thought tho demand reasonable and con- 
sented to the change in the bill. It was for 
the Imperial parliament to diachargo the 
Imperial obligations imposed by the award. 
Tho government desired to give full effeot 
to the award and secure adequate sanction 
for tho enforcement of its provisions. (Hear, 
hear.) Great Britain was not bound to 
follow verbatim et lilmUim the leglsia- 
tion of the United states, on the snbjeot, 
nor were the United Stotes bound to poi:- 
sne exactly the same oonrss with Great 
Britain. He himself had never seen the Am- 
erican bill in its completed form although 
he had seen the orIs;hiaI draft. There bad 
been much discussion between the represen* 
tativ^ of the two countries and an approxl- 
i^atiiott as to principles had been reached. 
Senator Morgans reported contention that 
clause 7 had been inserted in 
bad faith, as it did not appear 
in the draft submitted in Washington waa 
the result of a miaapprohenaion. The clause 
was in tho draft submitted. He himself 
hoped the House would see that the clause 
in question would not bear the orrouoous in- 
terpretation given it in America." 

Sir Geo, Badon-l'owell said that ho re- 
garded the Attorney-General's explanation 
as satisfactory, but remarked that tho 
aohedulo provisions wore published in tho 
autumn, and it waa supererogatory to intro- 
duce a clause deiiling with the vessels sailing 
aincs then, inasmuch as none sailed until 
January. He hoped it would be made dear 
that tho Echednle provisions of the award 
wero meant. 

Admiral Field euggcsted that oommnni- 
cation between the British and Amerioaa 
governir.enta should bo made to accnre 
identical rales for naval ofBcers in Behring 
Sea. 

Sir Chariea Ruasoll promised thot this 
thould he done. 

Sir George Baden-Powell expressed rc| 
gret that tho Government had not before 
given Buiiioient informatitn to remove the 
doubts and objections of the United States 
and tho rumored dlssatisfaodon of Canada, 
Nevertheless, he believed that Canada, 
equally with Great Britain, would loyally 
carry out the award. 

Wasuinqton, April 0.*— The President's 
Behring Sea proolamation will not be issued 
until to-morrow afternoon. It simply 
warns all persons of tho decision of the Pa- 
ris tribunal and tho provisions of the act of 
Congrcea approved April G.

The Honolulu advicoa by tho Arawa con- 
tain no news either of interest or importance, 
tho usual monthly resume of Hawaiian af- 
fairs having been forwarded via San Fran- 
cisco by the Australia, sailing a day pre- 
vious to the departure of the Canadian 
steamer. The rumors of war and of iestor- 
otion oontlsne, bat the general oondition of 
affairs is unchanged. The excitement of the 
hour centres In the alleged internal strife 
among the Provisional Government support.- 
ers, one branch of whlob is' in partial rebel- 
lion over tho threatened discharge of a por- 
tion of the police soldiery, and the appoint- 
ment of Caatlo aa marshal. 

The elections ore also furnishing their 
aharo of excitement ; tho bulk of the natives 
decline to tako any part in them, and Ed- 
mund Norrio, editor of tho Holouma, has 
boon fined SlOO by tho courta upon convic- 
tion for aodition, tho published eentcuco 
complained of lieing aa below : 

" From Hawaii to Niihau every loyal 
oitizon will stay at home and refuse to 
recognize a Government representing no- 
body, respected by nobody and despised by 
all," 

There ia a rumor afloat that the Provi- 
sional Govornment has conceded the de- 
mands of tho Japanese Government, In an- 
ticipation of tho conBtitutiouol convention, 
for extending the franohiso to Japanese on 
an equal boais with othor nationalities. 

Apart from matters political, tho princi- 
pal now item from Hawaii is in connection 
with the finding of a dynamite bomb in the 
ooal bunkers of tho passenger steamer 
Clandine, where it is supposed to have been 
placed by striking sailors.

subsequently explained, having sunt word 
to allow the pressmen on (alter tho purser 
and other ofEoers of the ship hud gone into

— but hud intendedhiainstruotions to include 
the gcneral.'publio only, not the press. The 
purser's reproaentative inforiiiod the Colon- 
ist that they "had no lists of cargo or paa- 
songere, and hail something eluo Lo dn than 
to give information to the newapapora."

It ia on the bro:u! n.erits of 
tho present measure, therefore, that the 
Government's «orli muat judged. Viewed 
in that light tho verdict so far is favorable. 
In the ouiiiniar}' which I sent to the Colonist 
the olher niglit, only the principal cliangcs 
were telegraphed. Tlioro may bo n number 
of others, however, in tho six hundred items 
which m-iy be ot interest specially to Brit- 
isii Colanibii. For inatanco, talking with 
Col. Prior and Mr. Earlo yesterday, they 
were both agreed that tho change in tho 
duty ou canned fruits would be of bene- 
fit to your people, as the reduction 
would enable Galifornia fruits to be 
imported into British Columbia, the ((uulity 
ot which, it is claimed, ia Fomowhat auperior 
to that from the East. Tho extension of 
the definition aa to what conatituten rjiining 
maoblntfry will, it is thouclit, prove v. boon 
to the Kootonay country, as it will enable 
certain claeses of machinery to bo brought 
in which have hitherto been held as dutiable. 
On tho other hand, oer:ajn increases which 
have been made will probably prove detri- 
mental to some indnstries, notably the rice 
mill AD Victoria. Messrs. Reford, Ross & 
Hall, of Montreal, who are largely inter- 
ested in thia eatabliahmcnt, have been here 
this week strongly urging the Ooveroment 
not to increase tbe duty on "paddy." It is

which haa for its object tho buildint» up or 
Strengthening of industriea in this country. 
The rice mills give employment to large 
numbers of people and, unless the increased 
duties be reduced, tho cfTect must be to 
cloEo up the different mills altogether. It 
is queationt-blo whether tho Government in 
some casea fully auiicipAted tho effect of 
their action. Of course, where reductions 
were made, it was but natural to suppose 
that the Minister of Finance would endeav- 
our to compensate for the loss of revenue on 
certain lines of (;oods by increased duties on 
others. Nu one can object to the increases 
on InxDcies. In regard to tie rise industry, 
however, the impression prevoilB that the 
increase in the duty on paddy was a mis- 
take and strong representations are heirg 
made lo tho Government to revert to the 
old figure. 

Tho mcstnotable reductions in the tariff are 

those on cottons, woollens, harvesting mach- 
inery, and barbed wire fencing, It is gener- 
ally conceded that the cot.ton manufacturers 
have been making piles of money dnriiig the 
last fifteen years. Otiicr nianufi.ci urers 
have also done reuiatkably well, ultlioiigh 
there are not half a dczen sanr nun in r.he 
country who believe Sir Richard C.\rt- 
svright's oulr.igeoua t'tatement th;it the 
nianufi'.ciurera h.-ivc, since the ii:&titutioi; of 
tho National Policy, tnUon out of the 
pockelsof the i-O'jple of Lhla country 0!.e 
thousiuul million dollars. Undoubtedly the 
magnificent donations of tho cotton kings to 
Montreal, and of the agrieultural iiiipleiiienC 
manufacturers to Toronto, in the shape cf 
ho8pit.\l8 or mu.sic hallahi'' o done more than 
anything else to open the eyes of tho people 
to tho fuel, that tho manuf-ioiurers of theae 
nrticli-s -"iva had a pretty soft snap, (.'on- 
Bider.ible feeling has aijo been engendered 
againa'. ilio cotton and ioipiement men ou 
account of the fact that tiii-y formed com- 
bines fi>r the purpose of aiding their respec- 
tive inJustrieH and keepiii;> up prices. The 
demand for the reduuiion in the duties on 
their products- has been pretty general, and 
the 

OOVEKNMKNT yAS ACTED WISELY 
in recognizing it. Tho out on harvesting 
machinery from o5 to 20 per cent, ecoma a 
largo ouo, although it v/ill not, satibfy tho 
Northwest. The Manitoba members say 
that it should have been put at 15 per cent, 
and at that liguro tho people would have 
been aaliefled. But oven tho reduction on 
harvesting machinery ia not as groat as 
appears on the f-jcc, as corroaponding re- 
ductions aro made in tho raw material — 
iron — which will strvu to compeneato tho 
implement manufaolurera for what they 
have lost in tho other direction. In like 
manner tho manufacturers of barbed wiro 
fencing, who have to submit to a reduction 
in tho duties by 50 per cent., are compen- 
sated by tho fact that they got wire, which 
in thia ca;o ia their raw material, free of 
customs duties. Some of tho dealers in iron 
are pretty wrathy at the changes which are 

Eropoeed. Tbe duty on scrap iron has 
een raised from §2 to $4 a ton. The 
Governmont/'a object in makinfrtbis change 
is to enoonrage tho use of Canadian pig iron 
for which tcraps have to a largo extunt been 
imported as a aabstitute. The old 
duty was sufBoIent protection against 
outside pig-iron, bnt instead of encouraging 
the use of tbe Canadian articlo, they com- 
pelled the manufacturers to resort to the uec 
of scrap, v/hothor domestic or imported. 
The duty on acrjp iron haa, therefore been 
doubled, and tbe manufacturers whoso raw 
material is iron are greatly diaeatitQed at 
the increajo. Oo tho finiahod product tho 
tariff haa been reduced in many inatances, 
but as regards their raw material reductions 
have been made on puddled bars and bur 
iron. It seems, Iiotvovor, very dilliculli to 
satiefy thoso gentlomon; honoa numerous 
deputations to Ottawa in proteafc. 

Mr. Foster oamo in for great commenda- 
tion for the admirable manner in which he 
prescQtod tho budget to tho House. In ox- 



looks upon Canadian measures from an in 
dependent standpoint, has hailed tho Gov- 
ernment's proposals with satisfaction. 

Mr. Haalam camo in for universal praise 
for tho excellence of his maiden speech. Ho 
eho.va that ho ia u lovol-hoaded man with a 
cipicity for driving homo his orgument. 
II: .jpoko slowly and deliberately; without 
at'V trace of norvouaues?. Ho got in sjmo 
vtiy hard knocks on the Oppoaition, and 
H ai repeatedly cheered. Dealing with tho 
(|Uo.'tion of free trade and protection, ho 
said that tho aaficrtion of tho oppoaition that 
if I'reo trade were adopted by thia country, 
we should gain free access to tho markota of 
tho world, was a statement that no sane 
man would make if ho took tho trouble to 
examine tho conditions as they exist to-day 
and liavu done for tho lust half-centuiy. 
Great Britain with a population of ;i'2,0O(),- 
000, and tho greatest amount of wealth at 
her command of any nation in the world, 
had been unablo to convert a solitary 
nation to free trade, and induce them to 

THROW Ol'HN THEIR MARKETS. 

One or two members of tho Oppoaition had 
indulged in mathematical problems, but ho 
had a problem for them. If England, with 
her great population, had been unable in 
fifty years to induce any other nation to 
follow her free trade example, how long 
would it take Canada, with a population ot 
five milliona people, whom tho Grita call 
"tax ridden and down-trodden," to induce 
one or two or ten nations to open their ports 
to us aa tho Opposition had presumed ? This 
was a question which he would like to have 
answered by tho Oppoaition. The Grits had 
said that a protective policy was reeponaiblo 
in Canada for u decrease in land values. 
If such were tha case tho inference 
was natural that free trade weuld 
enhance values or at least keep tliem at a 
standstill. If these gentlemen would take 
the trouble to consult reliable anthoritiea, 
thoy would find that in Great Britain, the 
only free trade country in the world, land 
values had decreased in tho last fifteen 
yeara to tho extont of $60,000,000.

The ungracious way in which tho Times 
oorameuta upon Mr, Haalam'a maiden 
speech is charaoteriatic of that paper. In- 
atoad of critioising tho speech fairly, it dis 
misses it with a fiont and a sneer. The 
reason of this Is plain. It would have re 
quired some ability to have analysed Mr 
Haslam'u argument and some knowledge to 
have shown whether the figures ho adduced 
were accurate and tho facts he stated 
relevant. Bat tho Times has never been 
remarkable for the strength or the aouteness 
of its reasoning power or the extent of its 
knowledge. Besides, it ia very muoh eaaior 
to adold and to BcofT at those with whom it 
does not agree, than to show that they are 
either wrong in their arguments or mis 
taken as to their facta. 

Mr. Haslam is evidently by oonviotion a 
protectionist. There are millions of men 
who are aa intelligently and as honeatly in 
favor of protection as tho Times is on the 
side of froo trade. It was theroforo neither 
Oindid nor reasonable in tho TImoa to c 
olndo that because Mr. Haalam argued in 
favor of tho proteotionist system, ho did sc 
in blind submission to, or " humble acquics 
onoe with the Government." It is well 
known that Mr. Haalam has la N&naimo 
always been a protectionist, and it would 
indeed be singular if a few days after ho hud 
taken bis aoat in the Houaa of Comtnons, he 
sboald oome out aa a red-hot free trader. 
It is irell known, too, that be has tho 
courage of hla opinions, and it is only fair 
to ooDoludo that he will advocate what ho 
boliovea to ho right as vigorously ond aa 
resolutely In Ottawa as he did at home.

CARPING AS USUAL, 

The partisanship of tho Times of this city 
exceeds all bounds. Not a word can bo aaid 
by any one anywhere in favor of tho Gov- 
ernment that it does not oarp at and en- 
deavor to contradict. The appointment of 
Dr. Davie to the position of Provincial 
Heolth Officer at a tlmo when not only the 
capital, bub the whole Province, waa In .Im- 
minent danger from an outbreak of the 
amallpoz, met with the approbation of 
every one in the Provinoo capable of form- 
ing an Intelligent opinion on the sub- 
ject. Even tho Timoa, which waa 
thoroughly soared and per^iloxed, wel- 
comed the oppointmont of Dr. Davie 
with a joy which it did not, while the 
danger lasted, attempt to oonoeal. When 
through Dr. Davie's vigorous and skilful 
administration, tho spread of tho disease was 
checked and the danger greatly leaaened, 
tho Times, most Inconsistently, in order to 
keep tho dlaoreditod and Incompetent mayor 
in oountonanoc, turned upon Dr. Divle and 
joined the small gang of impotent poUtiolana 
In snarling at him and making little of hla 
aervicea to tho community. Now, when 
some one who ia evidently well acquainted 
with tho details of tho viaitatlon of 
the smallpox, and tho critical time 
that followed It, has written to the 
Ontario Modicil Journal a trnthfnl 
account of the part which Dr. Davie took 
in BuppreBsing the outbreak of the smallpox 
and in organising the health department, 
the Times renews its spiteful attack on the 
man who performed an importont and a dlf- 
fiaull duty In a critical time, oourageoualy, 
Bkilfully and moat auooeasfoliy. It must be 
admitted by every fair-minded man 
in the Province and out of It 
that British Columbiana owe Dr. 
Davie a debt whioh cannot be calculated in 
dollars and cents, and that tho sum whioh 
he received for his profeaaional services was 
to a phyaician of his standing, from the very 
lowest point of view, by no means an exhor 
bitant remuneration. In order that our 
readers may see what it Is that has roused 
the Ire of the forgetful and ungrateful organ 
of the Opposition, we reproduce from the 
Vancouver World the communication to the 
Ontario Medical Journal : 

We are on the eve of a general election in 
this Provinoe, and, as is usual before such 
an event, party feeling ia running high. The 
Oppoaltion in our Legislature is doing Its 
level beet to ouat the Government, while the 
latter la reaiatiog tho attack with a vigor 
whioh those in poaseaaion of anything worth 
keeping commonly exhibit. It is not our 
intention to use tliis journal aa a vehicle for 
disseminating political views of a nature 
hostile to either the "ins" or tho "outs," 
but wo think that moat of our readers will 
admit th»t dragging tho queation of Dr. 
Davlo'a (our late Provincial Health OlEoer) 
salary Into a queation of party politics ia not 
the right thing. Wo say this without tho 
elighteat partisan prejudice. The late Pro- 
vincial Health OQicer is not a politician, |and 
the Bcrvicea ha rendered Britiah Columbia 
should have secured him from the 
attacka that were made upon him. Hia 
appointment was non - politioal, for we 
understand he was soleoted at a meeting of 
medical men held in Victoria the night bo- 
fore the order-In-council was iaaued by the 
Government, putting Victoria and the 
Province generally under the operation of a 
common health aot. For 18 months' ser- 
vice Ke received some $5,000, and when one 
considers the work done, the amount waa 
not large. During tho 51 days of the 
epidemic in Victoria and Vancouver he 
merely received §20 por day, and the 
amount of hard work he did for this, por^ 
ticularly in the Capital, wos aomothing very 
great. The leader of the Opposition, the 
lion. Mr. Boaven, was mayor of Victoria at 
tho time, and whether through his care 
leaanosB or indifference, or both, there 
Is no doubt that emallpox was rampant in 
that city and nothing was being done to pro 
vent its progress. If the Government took 
the control out of his bands, it wbb only at 
the laat moment, when thinga looked deaper- 
ato, that it had to resort to this drastic 
meaauro to eave tho city and tho Province. 
The medical auperinteudenco of the affair 
waa put into tho handa of Dr. John C. 
Davie, at the suggestion, oa wo have already 
stated, of a number of medical men in meet 
ing aaaembled, and ho did the work assigned 
to him Bo auocoasfully that ho con- 
verted enemies of tho Government 
Into friends. But so far aa he him 
self waa concerned he was merely an 
official, and tho fact of hia being a brother 
of the Premier should not have entered into 
the qnestion at all. Did he. do his work 
well ? shonld have been the question ; and 
aa to that, friends and foes alike muat ad- 
mit be did. Hon. Mr, Beaven should havo 
been allont on the snbject, for surely hii 
admlniatrationof affairs does not reflect any 
credit upon him. It is to be regretted by 
all rcapectoble men of every party that all 
queatlons, no matter how far removed thoy 
are from the moro angry discussion of lieated 
partiaana, are novortheleaa drugged in by 
deaigniug persona who think thoy can make 
capital out of them, though at groat coat to 
the lutoreats of right and justice.

They have provisionB 
which will nob bo all oonaumed until they 
reach Ogdon. The people of the cities in 
which the airmy halted were very uneasy 
until the unwelcome visitors bad departed, 
Tho authorities had nowhere pluck enough 
to treat them as being what they evidently 
are, vagrants. We are curious to see what 
the upshot of tho movement will bo. No- 
where else in the wide world would it he 
allowed to assume even its present propor- 
tions. 



A SOCIAL PHiNOMBNON. 

It ia wonderful how Coxoy's "army" of 
ragamuffins and loafers keeps together. It 
ia very small certainly — not more than five 
hundred strong— but it Is a mystery how it 
contrives to exist. It has no commisaariat 
or anything that can do the work of a com- 
miasariat, and very little money. Wo see 
that on tho 5th Inst. It spent the night In an 
Ico house. Thia was at Homestead, Pa. 
The inhabitanta of the town wore gonoroua 
and sympathetic, and supplied the army of 
tho Commonweal with provisions, blankets, 
shoos and other aupplioa.

THOSE BY.ELE0TI0N8. 

The British by-elections have not been aa 
favorable to the Liberals jis has been repre- 
sented. When it is said that five out of the 
six wero won by the Liberals, the uninform- 
ed reader would naturally conclude that tho 
Government bad muoh the best of it in those 
contests ; bub when It comes to.be known 
that the five Liberals were elected to seats 
that had been filled by Liberals, and that on 
the whole fewer votes wore polled for the 
candidates of that party than at the general 
election, the narrative aasumeB u very dif- 
ferent complexion. This is what Mr, Smal- 
ley, the able correspondent of the I^ew 
Tork Tribune, writing on April let, said 
about four of the by-eleetions. 

The oonstituenoiei are not responding 
quite so well as was expected to the appeal 
of the new Ministry. There have been four 
elections. Mr. Muuro-Fergnson'a majority 
waa pulled down In Leitb, though nobody 
ia more popular than Mr. Munro-Ferguson, 
and he ia known to be Lord Rosebery'a inti- 
mate f^end. Leith, moreover, is well within 
the sphere of influence of Dilmeny and 
within that county of Midlothiiu, whoro Mr. 
Gladatone'a name baa still a magical sound, 
as where hoa it not? Tho Hawick burghs 
redressed tho balance the same day by in- 
creasing Mr, Shaw's mdjority, and tho day, 
as a whole, though tho Unionists won on a 
comparison of figures, waa reckoned a drawn 
battle. 

But on Thursday came Berwickshire and 
Montgomery. Both showed Liberal loeses, 
and Montgomery came within measurabia 
distance of being a Liberal disaster. Both 
seats became vacant by the accession of 
their occupants to peerages, Mr, Marjori 
banks by his father's dealb, and Mr, Rondel 
by oqo of thoao creations which he held to 
bo tho natural reward of Radicalism. Mr. 
Marjoribanks' seat is retained by Mr. Ten- 
nant against a atrODff Unionist candidate, 
but with a losa of 2(W majority. He bad, 
noverthelosa, the support of his future 
brother-in-law, the Home Secretary, and of 
those fishermen whose absence pulled down 
Mr. Marjoribanks' majority in 1892. The 
Unionists bad a strong candidate in Mr. C, 
B. Balfour, and his failure isthought to leave 
tho Beat aife for the future, Tho estab- 
lished church did its host for Mr, Balfour, 
but Mr. Afquith'a strongly democratic 
apecch ewepc itie maesea of laboring votera 
into the Liberal camp. 

Montgomery ia a very different matter. 
Tho Liberal majority has fallen from 815 to 
225. The Liberal organs frankly admit 
that thia result ia dieappointing and serious, 
Thoy explain it as duo to lho fact that their 
candidate, Mr. Owen, was "in tho rather 
unfortunate position of a director of tho 
Cambrian railway," and there had bocn a 
dispute about tho diamitiial of a station- 
master. Mr. Wynn, hia opponent, was a 
landlord, and tho most Bocialiatio of Liberal 
organs actually urges thtit ho was generoua 
and popular. To such lengths may political 
despondency drive the agrarian revolu 
tionist. 

Whether these explanations explain «ny. 
thing everybody may judge for himself. The 
Unionists, at any rate, aeom to find some 
comfort in tho results of tho lour olectiona 
us a whole. They point out that in those 
four constituencies the Government started 
with an aggregate majority of 3,500, which 
haa been reduced by more than 1,000, or 
nearly .30 per cent, of tho total. They argue 
that thia does not look aa if that "cou' 
version ' which Lord Bosebery predioted had 
yet proceeded very far. They content 
themselves, however, with describing the 
results aa enoonraging but not exbilaratint;. 
Tho majorities have neen reduced, but the 
seats have not been won. In Parliament, 
on tho other hand, things are going moro 
smoolhly for the Ministry than waa expect 
od, and business is further advanced. 

It may bo eaid that Mr. Smalloy la partial 
to tiie Tories, but his predilections, what- 
ever they may bo, can make no difference In 
tho election returns. 

Harold Frederick, theoleveroorrespondent 
of the New York Times, who favors the 
Liberals, haa the eamo story to toll 
"British by-elections," ho eays, "so far 
have been confined to tho Celtic fringe 
wliero tho ministry haa held every seat, 
though by a diminished mojorlty. A 
etorner tug comes next week in two English 
oonstituenoiea, Wisbeck and Romford. If 
tho Liberals retain tho former, they will do 
extremely well ; if they win the latter also, 
they will bo in tremendous feather," 
Well, tho tug came off in those constituen- 
cies and neither aide haa had anything to 
brag about. Each party returned its man 
and consequently the Liberals are not ex- 
actly in "tremendons feather." Besidesi 
other thinga have happened and are hap- 
paning that hivo damped thoir spirits, and 
tho truth is that tho lookout for them is 
becoming exceedingly blue.

Tho apccimen, or epEcimens — for there are 
two of them — ia still alive, and although not 
yet inured to tho chill of northern latitudes, 
enjoying a fair measuro of good health. " It" 
ia a giant member of tho crab family, dark 
green in color, and moaauring about four 
feet in diameter — tho largest crab that ever 
crossed a torrid sand or climbed a cocoanut 
tree. Strange to say, neither tho spccimenB 
secured nor any of their kind have ever been 
known to enter the water, They belong to 
tho purely land or troe-olimbing family, no 
worthy representative of which has as yet 
found its way into the museums, and which 
were brought here by the schooner Norma , 
cocoanul-laden from Fanning and Washing- 
ton islands, which is now discharging her 
cargo, They were aeoured on Palmyra 
island, in the South Pacific, and have as 
yet developed no dangerous propensities, 
though quite willing to give exhibitions of 
their strength, breaking broom handlea and 
such toys aa if they were pipe-stema. It 
would ho the simplest thing in tho world for 
tliem to crush a man's leg or arm in a aim 
ilar way, hut fortunately they are slow to 
anger or to action, and take life so Inzily 
that anyone can get out of harm's way on 
seeing danger ahead. Ono cocoanut a duy 
serves aa a meal, the nut being cracked as if 
it were an egg and the kernel slowly de- 
voured. In appearance the crabs remind ono 
of nothing ao much aa overgrown and exag- 
gerated spiders, witli abnormally developed 
bodies and a wonderful wealth of legs. 
Captain F. D. Walker and his sons are very 
proud of thoir captives, which they assert 
aro as rare as birds of paradise.

AUSTRALIAN: ADYICES. 



Tho Government of New Zealand Help- 
iugr the People— Labor Agfltators 
Their Owu Foes. 



Western Anstrallan Gold Fields— Mel- 
bonrne'8 First Experieuco 
of Electric Light. 



The Australian papers just to hand, the 
latest Sydney date being March 17, contain 
tho following : 

" In addressing a large meeting of 
Maoriea the Premier of New Zealand said 
that his government would n t allow mil- 
lions of acres to lie idle while thonsands of 
people wanted land ; for the purposes of 
settlement the go vernment;hBa' recently pur- 
chased 41,000 acres from the natives. 
During tho first fortnight of March, no 
fewer than 800 men out of employment were 
senbi^y- the mines department of New 
Sontn Wales to the auriferous fields of the 
colony on a prospecting mission. The de- 
partment soppUed the men with railway 
passes and minora' rights free of 
charge, and In the case of destitute men 
with largo families arranged to give them 
lOs. each per week for four weeks, in order 
that they may be able to maintain them- 
selves in tho initiatory stages of their work. 
The, first batch of men employed under Sir 
John Downer's prospecting scheme for re- 
lieving the labor market was sent from 
Adolaid the first week In March, their des- 
tinatiou being Mount Torrona, 

" Tho road to Coolgardio from Burracop- 
pin ia almost cloaod for teoma. Tho aoak- 
age ia giving out, and stages for as far an 50 
miles have to bo done without water. At 
tho Kurnolpi rush in Western Australia the 
price of water haa risen from 33. to 53. per 
gvllon. Tho rush to tho Wyalong goldfiolds 
also continues and fourteen reefs there are 
reported to bo on payable stone. 

"In view of the recent action of tho New- 
castle minora in rofuaitig work, and the nec- 
eaeity for police protection in the mainten- 
onco of order, the Premier of New South 
Wales is of tho opinion that further relief to 
colliery distriota should ceaee. ... A 
new discovery of coal, said to be of excellent 
quality and easily worked, has been madoin 
tho Korrumborra district, Victoria. . . . 
The labor dispute at Port Adelaide has been 
settled by the unionists agreeing to work 
along with tho non-unionists, 

"Discreditable proceedings wore witnessed 
at a meeting of the Women's Franchise As- 
sooiation held in Brisbane early in March. 
All the men were put out, and the ladies 
then addressed eaoh other as 'you oat,' 'old 
maid.' etc. 

" With the view of faoilltatini{ the trade 
of the port of Meibonme, the Victorian oom- 
missloner of onatoms has in oontenaplation a 

concession by which drawbacks shall be al- 
lowed on all goods not specified in the tarlfi', 
except Bocond-band articles liable to a fixed 
rate of duty, and wines, spirits, beer, to- 
bacco and cigars, 

" For tho past half-year tho Bank of Aus- 
tralasia pays a dividend at tho rate of 74 
por cent, per annum, and carries forward 
£11, .300. 

" The scheme for tho electric lighting of 
Melbourne was inaugurated on the 8th 
March, v/hen tho city was Illuminated with 
eloctrloity for the first time,"

Tho first active measures taken by any 
club in tho city towards the celebration of 
the Queen's birthday have been put for- 
ward by yachtEuien, who at a ri c :nt meet- 
ing appointed a committee to make prepara- 
tions for a regatta.

It ia designed 
after the Lintou Hope, Thames company 
model, with a largo centre board and very 
light draft, Tho plans for the second yacht 
which Capt. Fort is to build this 
year call for a vessel of tho 
same length as the one mentioned, 
but with 2 ffrot less beam and greater depth. 
It will bo constructed with a 300 pound 
steel centre-board, which will serve a double 
purpose. C. A. Godson will be the princi- 
pal owner of this craft. These vessels will, 
it is expected, take part in nearly all the 
1S94 races on tho Sound and in British Col- 
umbia waters. They will, however, be given 
a good test on May 14, as then they will 
have to compete against numerons American 
yaohta which will, according to announce- 
ment, be here to conquer.

Fonrth Session of tho SixtU I'arlliimont. 

FIFPY-SECOND DAY. 

Monday, April 9, 189 1. 

Tho Speaker took tho chair ivt 2 p.m. 
Prayers by Bev. E. Robson. 

SIIU'BUILDINO. 

Mr. Hounk moved ; — VViiereaB it fade 
Birablo to encouraf>o tho industry «rf ship 
buildiog in Hcitish Colmnbia; and ■whereas 
tho builJioR of larfjo ahipa would be of great 
beoefib to thia province; und whereas there 
Is an abund.inoo of good timber and other 
mutDrial oniinontly adapted to tho proaocu- 
tion of Buoh industry : Thareforo ba it 
solved, that in tho opinion of thia house, it 
is deairublo that tho govornraont should take 
into considorntion tho advisability of en- 
couraging, as far as may ba poaaiblo, tho 
proaooution of tho ship building industry in 
thia province. 

Mn. Grant spoke in support of tho reso- 
lution, reminding the bouse tliat he had ckl- 
ready advocated a movement in the same di- 
rection. 

Mr. Semlin opposed tho resolution if, as 
appeared to him, it meant aimply that tho 
covernmont ah'ould offer a bonua for ship- 
DiiildiDg. 

The Stkaker said if thia wore tho mean- 
ing of tho reaolution it would not bo in 
order, moved by a private member. 

Hon. .Mr. Vernon thought the houao 
would bo quite safe in paaaing tho resolu- 
tion, tho effijot of which would ba merely to 
strengthen tho hands of tho Government 
and form tho basis of un inquiry into the 
subject. It could not involve a bonus, b i 
cause that would require the Banction of 
legislation. If tho government foumi on in- 
quiry that thoy might advantgeoualy na 
aiac shipbuilding, they could at a future bcb- 
aiou aubmic u reaolution embodying their 
viewa and aek for legislation if thought 
proper. Ho hoped to see the day when ahip- 
buildiog will be carried on extensively in 
this provinoe, and when the large ships for 
wfaiob we have the best material will be 
built here. 

Dr, Milne asked if the house bad not 
already passed a resolution to the same 
tfieot, on the motion of Mr. Grant, upon 
whioh no aotion has been taken. 

Dk. Watt asked the Speaker's ruling as 
to whether the motion was in order. 

Mr. Brown spoke in opposition to en- 
couraging the idea of bonuses. 

Mr Horne, with a view to putting his mo- 
tion in order by permission altered it to read 
merely that tho government should endeavor 
to ;iEO.?rtr.ln what atcpa are necessary to en- 
eure tho prosecution of tho ehipbttilding In- 
duatry in thia province. 

Mr BoQTii cooaiderod it hopeless to at- 
tempt to oatablish shipbuilding hero while 
wagea continue ao much higher than in other 
couQttiea. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven said tho resolution aa 
ameudod waa even inoro objectionable than 
iu its origiriixl form, for it gave what might 
be considered authorily for a conimisaion to 
go all over tho province, or poaaibly to Eaat- 
ern Canada and the old country. 

The resolution being put was declared 
lost. 

OOLOKIAL PROBATES ACT. 

Mn. Brown inquired ; Is the act of the 
Imperial house, known as the "Colonial 
probates act, 1892," sufficient to justify tho 
government in bringing into force, with re- 
spect to the United Iviagdom, the act, chap. 
19 of Uio atatu'es cf 18SI), which provides 
? ir the recognition in this province of pro- 
bati-s ami letteva of adminiatratiou gruuteJ 
in tho United Kingdom, and does tho gov- 
ernnir-nt intend to bring tho act into force? 

Hun. Mn. Davik— I tliink tho Imperial 
net; is auffioimt, and it is tho intention of 
tho government to bring the act in quoation 
into force. 

CARIBOO MISINO COMPANY. 

Tho repjrt from oommittoe on the Cari- 
bio hydraulic Dining compatiy bill was 
adopted, and the bill waa read a third time 
and passed, 

NAKDSP AND SLOOAJT RAILWAY. 

IIos. Mr. Davie said that aa a matter of 
privilege, before tho order for tho third 
leading of the Nukuap and .Slccui railway 
bill was called, bo wished to oll'er a motion 
ariaiiig out of aiimo ri/marUa m;ul« during 
the discuasiini of ihi.i bill in committee of 
the wluilo. On tliat occiaion tho lion, meiu- 
bi;i ..." X;in.uiiio district mudo certain atate- 
n!e...j which have been, ho (Mr. Uuvie) 
tho't:;ht, fnirly accurately reporlel in tho 
^■■".p'l of Situ/day, us follows ; 

" If the members of the government were 
not interested in the scheme some of their 
friends were. There must have been some 
reason for the withdrawal of tho lowest ten- 
dor. The statement of the Attorney Gen- 
eral printed in the Colomst showed that 
there was a imething wrong and mjide it ap- 
pear that the Attoriioy-General waa a mem- 
Inr of the compar y. The Attorney-General 
had been working for the company, not for 
the province. Is waa not in the power of 
tho Attornoy-Giineral to push a company 
i.bido as he hud done iu thia caeo. Ho be- 
lieved thofichciiie Willi nut 'atrnight.' " 

He (Mr. D.ivic) would liko tlia hon. mem- 
ber to aay whether or not tho report just 
road ia correct. 

Mr. FoitHTER— Not exactly. 

Hon. Mr, Davie— Well, it ia correct in 
effect, ia it not ? 

Mr. Forster — No; it does not exactly 
mean what I said. I certainly did say, 
though, that I thought everything waa not 
straight about tho matter. 

Hon. Mr Davie aaid ho thought the re- 
port road was in aubatanco what Mr. 
Forater had said. That waa hia recollection 
of it, and ho noticed tlio aamo thing, in 
effect, in tho Colon i.st. Ho had made his 
quotation from tho organ of tho oppoeition, 
beciuao ho thought ita report ut lenat would 
not bo disputed. 

Mr. Forster— I will say over again what 
I stated tho other night. I aaid that the 
way the Attorney Gonoral was conducting 
the matter, and the lack of prooautiou on 
the part of the government, were snfiSoient 
to justify any member in believing that the 
afT'iir was not straight. 

HoK. Mb. Davie— In view of the atate* 
ments made in oommittco, and in view of 
what has been said jaat now by t ho hon. 
member, I move that the standing orders bo 
suspended in order that I may move tho fol- 
lowing resolution ; 

" Whereas, acticg under the advice of the 
executive council, Hia Honor the Lieuten- 
unt-Ciovernor hua been ploaaed to give a 
provincial guariinico of interest in fa^'or of 
tliti Nakuap and Slocan railway company; 
and wliereuH it hau been stated by the hon.

Mr Kitchen objected that tho reaolution 
ought to be before the houao in print, which 
not bointr the case he objected to the sua- 
ponsion of the standing orders. 

Mr. Fobsteb— It ought to be printed J 
There is one statement anyway there that I 
uever made I 

Mr. KiTOnEN— Until it la printed I will 
objeot. 

Mb. Browh— It will be time enough to 
suspend the orders when we see this print- 



Hon. Mr. Dayik aaid be was surpsised 
that any member should offer sueh an ob- 
jection. The leaoltttlon would be imme- 
diately printed, and would be on the mem- 
bers' deiiks before he moved its adoption. If 
Mr. Forster olaimed to have been misre- 
portcd in tho organ of tho opposition, he 
would have un opportunity to make the de- 
sired cnrroution. The poeition he took waa 
simply this, that the purity of the mem- 
bers of ihu governniuut of the province, 
whittv.r ita politics, is of the highest 
ini|jrirti.nce, and bo and his colleagues 
cuuUi U'lt allow any suoti charge againat it 
til iituiid null quired into. It has always 
b'jC'i th.u ]jr..cMco to iiiuvo tho sua- 
peiiaion of ilic Htand:rg orvHira in auch 
caBr.-, and the aume Miing as no,v proposed 
bad bel li il.iiie in ISTI, wiitn uomo (pieation 
was r.iiacd against the then leader of tho 
govcruiiii nc. He hoped the hon. gentle- 
men opposite would not persist In their ob- 
jection. 

Mr Kitchen said he certainly would 
object unll' 'ho reaolution was printed. It 
would not be doing justico to Mr. Forater to 
do otherwise. 

Hon. Mr. Davie thereupon sent the reao- 
lution to tho Queen's printer, with the re- 
quest to have it immediately printed. 

Mr Kitchen as a matter of privilege, 
aaked why a letter written by Mr. Mohun, 
relating to tho value placed upon the raila 
uaed on this railway, had not been printed 
aa he claimed bad been proiniaed by tho 
Attorney General when that gentleman read 
it during tho dobato on Friday night. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said he made no promise 
or even remark of any kind about printing 
tho letter. 

Hon, Mr. Beaven said it is a rule of tbo 
house that a member of the government 
should not read from a letter of any kind if 
it was not to be placed before the house. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said that what was at 
this time immediately under disouasion waa 
far more important than thia letter, and he 
objected to the hon. gentlemen oppoaicu 
thus attempting to draw a herring across 
tho trail. 

Mr. Kitchen said the question of privi- 
lege ho raised waa that a document waa read 
which haa not been aent down to the house. 
It had been used as an argument in favor of 
tho bill, and should have bton printed with 
tho rcat of tho papera. 

Hon. Mr. 13e.\ve.s said tho Attorney 
General need not bo alarmed ; there was no 
fe.ir of a herring being drawn across thia 
trail. The ojipoaition would not withhold 
consent to tliu resolution on tli.it account, 
though he thought Mr. Moluin'a letter 
would have been put upon tho clerk'n dtak. 

Hon. Mr Davie said ho wna ashatned of 
the leader of the opposition, when he fmind 
him introducing a trivial matter liko this 
to divert tho attention of tho bouse while a 
chiirgo iinputing the grossest imparity on 
thii part of tho membera of the government 
is under diecueaion. 

Mr Forster contended that Mr Mohun's 
letter should have been printed. He needed 
it, he said, for his side of the case. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven again urged that the 
house had a right to have the letter printed. 

Hon. Mr Davie replied that he did not 
know that the house has suoh a right at all. 
The letter was written to him on the same 
day on which ho had quoted from it, and 
therefore could not have been printed with 
tho pupors prc.viomly brought down. Ho 
thought he still had it amongst bis papers, 
and if this prov. d to bo the ease he would 
submit it to the houeo. 

Tho matter then dropped pending the 
printing of the resolution. 

coal mines recui.ation hill. 

Hon. Mr Davie moved the tecond read- 
ing of tho coal mined regulation bill. Tho 
object of this, he explained, ia to increase 
tho facilities for providing for the safety of 
the workers in mines, as would be seen from 
a perusal of its provisions. Already this 
session ho had stated, in reference to the 
proposal to exclude Chinese from the mines, 
that such a proposition could be defended 
only on tho ground that theirpresenoe endan- 
gered the public safety. Ho had then 
said that such u bill should be general in ita 
scope, and should exclii'le all thiiao perBous 
who might bo ii source of danger — whether 
Chincfc, Japanese, Italians, JCngliah, Ca- 
nudiana, Scotch, or any other nationality. 
Although men might understand the Eng- 
lish langunge they might not bo able to coin- 
prohonci ordera given ihein, and Ihcy might 
ba ao densely ignorant aa not to 
utideratand orders at tli. Even in 
this house mon.bera opposite are often 
heard tulking glibly upon subjects 
which it is quite evident they do not under- 
stand at all. (Laughter ) Ho thought, for 
tho reasons stated, that the bill to bo of any 
U80 ought to exclude all dangerous persons, 
and that it ought not to bo simply anti- 
UhinesQ Ifgialation; booauso if it takes that 
form it will probably only be doclarod ultra 
vires. 

Mr Keith thought the bill would be in- 
operative bocauoo of the provision that the 
inapeotor should uot upon tho complaint of 
some one woiking Id tho mine, whereas tho 
probability is chat anyone making a com- 
plaint will be discharged. Balieviug that 
the bill would be utterly useless he would 
veto agalust the second readicj. 

Hon*. Mb. Beaven objeotcd because this 
bill proposes the repeal of the^ot of -1800. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said the reason why tho 
draftsman had inserted this provision to re- 
peal tho act of 1890, is that that uc!; is un- 
workable. If, however, the hon. gentlemen 
oppoailo do not wiah to have it reponled, he 
would havo no objection to havo tho acooiul 
clause, niukinf.; that provision, struck out of 
tho bill. Since the matter hjd come U[), 
enrly in this sesaicn, lio had looked into the 
legal authorities nn tho suhjnot, ami hail 
come to tho conclusion that tliii coal miiiea 
regulation aot now on tho Btatutcs ia per- 
fectly null and void. If, however, tho gen- 
tlemen opposite wished to havo tho claiiao 
struck out ho would not obj st. It wou'd 
do no harm and it would (fxu'il!/ dono good, 

Mr. FoRSTUR said if tho A^torney-d'en- 
oral would consent that the second olauso 
should he struck out in committee he would 
not objoot to tho saoond reading. 

The bill waa rend a second )tlme, and (ion- 
sidered in committee of the whole, Mr 
fcitoddart in the chair. ' 
Hun. Mr. Davie moved to strike out the 



action would show the hon. gontlenicn op 
poaiio that the government had no political 
motive in introducing thia bill, but were 
actuated nololy by consideration for tho 
public aafety.

A blank in the hill wun filled in by tho 
insertion t.f Ihu words " live," inukiiig tho 
provision that the iuspfclor ahull tuUo steps 
to exclude any dangerous peri'ona on tho 
written complniut of five employes in any 
mine. After conaidorable diaouasiou Mr. 
Keith moved to atriko out this clause alto- 
gether, and thia was agreed to. 

Bill reported wllh ameudmente and read 
a third time and passed. 

SAILWAT AID AOT. 

Hon. Mb Davie moved the seoond read- 
ing of the bill to amend the railway aid 
aot. He thought but little explanation of 
this bill would be necessary. Its aim is to 
assist tho •■•wo railways mentioned — tho Chil- 
liwaok and the Nicola Valley, by granting 
a guarantee of interest and principal to tho 
extent not to exceed half tho amount re- 
quired to build tho linea. Aa already ex- 
plained tho plan of guaranteeing tho interest 
only involves a needless saoridco of money, 
for experience has made it abundantly clear 
that suoh bonds with only tho interest guar- 
anteed have to bo aold at a discount of "25 or 
1)0 per cont. In tho case of tbo Victoria & 
Sidney railway there was a losa of 28 per 
cent, in floating tho bonds, and tho amount 
was correspondingly largo in tho cabo of tho 
Shuswap & Okanagan atid other roads. It 
is quite plain t hat investors will pay no more 
than such a prica as will enable them to pro- 
vide out of the interest a sinking fund that 
will pay off tho principal at maturity. Ho 
waa glad to know that u good many mem- 
bera on the other side of tho house ace tho 
matter in this light. Tho member from 
Chilliwack ' Mr. Kitchen) is one of these, 
becauae ho (Mr. Uavie) had been shown a 
memorial signed by that gentleman stating 
that ho is opposed to tho guarantee of in- 
tereat only, becauso such bonda have to bo 
hawked all ovor to find a purohaaer. Mr. 
Kitchen has evidently profited by tho argu- 
nienta uaed by tho government in sup- 
port of thia plan. It would be 
noticed, however, that by the terms of 
this bill tho promoters are required to con- 
tribute substantially themselves towards 
the coat. Tho pr.^otice hitherto, he must 
admit, has been such that the promoters 
havo had to find only a small proportion of 
the capital, the guarantee of the provinco 
providing nearly all. The goverumeut had 
come to tho oonoluslon from experience that 
thia practice is not a wise one, even although 
the bouse has unanimously adopted it. 
Hon. Mb Beaven— No ! 
Hon. Mr. Davie— I siy it has, because 
there has been no division taken, in tho 
ca^e of the Shuswap & Okanpgsn, the Vic- 
toria & Sidney, or tho railway r.id act of last 
aofsion, all of which passed unanimously. 
Hon. Mr ]^i:.iVEN— No ! 
Hon. Mr Davie repeated that all these 
meaaurea passed iinanimoualy, and he would 
apologise for tliia statement if tho hon. 
leader of the opposition could point to one 
division. The membera wero unanimous on 
both aides in passing thia legislation, and 
the government wero tho tirat to discover 
and expoie its imperftctioiia und to advise 
u charge. Ho lelt aatiatied that in thia 
c;so there can bj little exception taken to 
tho projioaition, aa regards either tho 
Ghilliwack or tho Nicola Valley road. In 
the case of tho Chilliwack road, after de- 
ducting tho cash to bo received and thn per- 
centage of tho oarninge, the iiabili'y of the 
province under the guarantee will be about 
Jfi.COO p'r annum, and in the case of tho 
Nicola Vullf y the liability will be Bomothing 
over §15.000 per annum. It would bo 
ceen that ihe provinco can very well under 
take this in the interest of these 
roads. Tbo plan proposed is, as ho had 
said, certainly a better one than that before 
assented to, and it is certainly within tho 
competency of the revenue and not nndnly 
burdensome. No doubt both sides of tho 
house will admit that such railways as those 
do much to open up the country. Ho had 
had considcrnblo hesitation in dealing with 
tho Nicola Valley road owing to the fact 
that tho Canaui.-in Pacific railway com 
pany have not yet siguificd their 
willingness to take a lease of tho 
roid, and if thoy will not do thic, 
it would hardly be right to g'vo a gn-iran- 
tco. Hov.-ever, information I'-.tily had 
points to tho likolihood of the C. P. H, being 
willing to take such a lease this yciir. Un- 
der the circnmstance.a it has been pressed 
upon tho government to give tho aid pro- 
vided for hy this bill, and not to put the 
miittcr oil' un^il next yenr. Ii- ia confident- 
ly e.xptcted that certain o.<ploralious ond 
surveys of tho coal mea'rures in tliat conn 
try will be' completed within a abort time, 
and certainly it v. ill be no harm to havo tho 
act upon tho statute book. Aa to tho Chilli- 
v/aok road, be promised some time ago that 
he would have something more to say about 
it, and that promiso is fulfilled in this bill 
He felt peifootly certain that tho house 
would agree that tho government ahnuld 
adopt a railway policy, and that the policy 
heretofore adopted uaanimeualy — 
Hon. Mr Beaven— No 1 
Hon. Mr Davie aaid he was aurpriaed to 
hear the hon. leader of tho oppcaition keep 
on saying " no," when the recorda of the 
houao arc all against him. If that geutlo- 
man would only admit that ho had voted 
without coDbidtration, and claim that tho 
government had led him into it, ho (Mr, 
Davie) would admit that ho was obout 
right ; but when he claims that ho never 
voted for tho measure, but, rather, opposed 
it, ho ia stating something contrary to tbo 
recorda of the houeo. 
Hon. Mr. Beaven— No 
Hon. Mit Davie said tho honorablo leader 
of tho ofpoaition never oppotod them 
When he wants to oppose u measure ho 
knows how to do it ao us to be put on record 
Tho public know quite well that ho never 
voted against any railway aid bill in thia 
province, but now, when thn government 
have shown him tho imperfections of a 
measure ho seeks to diaclaim respoDslbility 
for it. Tho government wero new to tho 
subject when they propoied the first bills, but 
now, havirg foued out by experience a 
better method by whioh to, aid these roads, 
they are pre pared to change the plan as laid 
down in this bill. It seemed to him to be 
high timo to initiatn a defiottef railway 
policy in tho houao, and he had no doubt 
that whatever government next moots the 
logialaturo will ba prepared with such n 
polii:y. In tho meantime, na ho had said 
before, the government has come to tho con- 
cltiaion that the bnnt meimuro of aid con- 
siareiit with tho financial jiositinn of the 
OTuntt-y is that jiropnard hj thia bill. 

Hon. Mk. Hk.wen said ho d'd not approve 
of this particular bill, and v.-hetlicr or not a 
division was to bo recorded on it, ho 
wanted thia undoretooil. ILi hud never 
approved tho railway policy of the govern- 
ment, iu which ho had never seen anything 
really in the interest of tho province. He 
took exception to the statement that the 
Shuswap & Okanugau bill liatl been passed 
unanimously. 

Hon. Mr. Vhu:;on nuid ho remembered 
very . distinctly what occurred when the 
Shuswap & Okanagun bill waa before tho 
Ugislature, and that it passed nnautmou sly 
with the exception that the then member for 



Westminster, Mr. Bole, voted againat it. 
If tho leader of tho oppoaitiou would look 
at tho journals ho v/ouid find out th'a to be 
tbo case. Mr. Beaven did on that oocaHion 
advocate tho construction of railways by 
thn government, but he did not object to 
tho bill. - Thu experience of all countries 
has been that aid to railways ia u 
necessity, and il haa been given in 
a groat variety of ways. In thia country 
grunta of laud havo enabled aomo rail.vaya 
t,o be constructed; but in other oasea much 
larger grants have proved insufiioitnt for 
tho purpofo and tho aid haa taken another 
form. The province has never been able to 
give cash bonueos, suoh *B are indulged in 
by tho Dominion to the extent of S;j,'200 a 
mile without any return being asked for. 
Ho would now move thofidjournment of this 
debate, as the roeolutlon.wbioh the Attor- 
ney General wished to introduce' waa now 
printed and ready for distribution. 
Motion agreed to. 

narusp and slocan railway. 
Mr. Kitchen rising to a iiuostion of 
privilege, said he saw on the floor of tho 
house a reporter in tho place of tho law 
dark; and aa there is a proper pluco for re- 
porters ho objected to havirg one on the 
floor of tho house, 

Hon. Mr. Davie oxplaiued that the 
oUicial reporter in question, not beint; used 
to taking notes from the reporters gallery at 
the far end of tho chamber, where it is aome- 
times diUicult to hear members, had been 
permitted to oooupy tho law clerk's deak. 

Hon. Mr. Davie then moved the suapen- 
eion of tho standing orders, so that he might 
move the resolution which he had already 
read. 

Mr Sejilin took exception to tho word- 
ing of the resolution, in that it referred to 
tho guarantee of interest only, where ho 
olaimed that the charges arose out of the 
departure from that guarantee. 

The question being put, a faint " No " 
waa heard. 

Hon. Hr. Davie— Who aaid No " ? 

Mr. Kitoiien— I did. I objeot to sus- 
pending the orders in the middle of another 
debate. 

The Si'EAKSR— The hon. member pledged 
hia word that he would not oppose the mo- 
tion after the resolution had been printed. 

Mr. Brown asked why should not this 
matter bo laid over until this evening. It 
had a very bad look, he thought, on the face 
of it. Why, if tho position of iho government 
is 80 strong aa they say, should they object 
to let tho matter stand ovor a few liouie, 
thus giving thohouao an opportunity to read 
tho resolution. 

Mr. CorroN aaid ho thought Mr. Brown 
was under a niieapprehensiou, ns what ho 
understood waa not that tho discussion waa 
to bo opened up immediately but merely 
that the standing orders bo suspended to 
enable it to bo taken up when desired. 

Hon Mr. Davie said there was no desire 
whatever on the part of the government to 
crowd this matter upon the huu. members. 
He did not want to force it, but at the same 
time he did not see why the hon. gentlemen 
opposite should seek to delay tho procedure. 
What *ho wished to emphasize waa that 
when a charge of corruption ia made ugoinat 
the membera of a government tho proper 
thing to do is to postpone all ether affairs 
until tbo charges are disposed of. When 
he found the hon, gentlemen opposite making 
grave allegations — be would not say all of 
them, but would specify Mr. Beaven, Mr. 
Brown and Mr. Forater— when be found 
that thoy had made olear charges of corrup- 
tion, though hedged in ambiguous language, 
ho thought thoy should be prepared to sub- 
stantiuto these with a motion for their in- 
vestigation. He waa astonished that these 
distinct statements should bo made without 
the hon. gentlemen being prepared to back 
them up. Aa, however, tho opposition were 
blind to their duty, tho government of tho 
diy proposed to show that thoy are not sim- 
ilarly blind. yVhen tho subject was before 
tho hou-:e on Friday night ho had intimated 
to tho opposition that their duty w&a to 
move for tho appointment of a coiTiiiiitteo of 
invett'g it'on. They had uot done so how- 
over, anil iu coiise(|uencn tho government 
had determined to act, and to act promptly. 
There should bo no beating about the bush, 
but the issue should be olearly faced. 

Mr Forster said if this was a motion to 
investigate the whole faots ho would havo 
no objection to it, except that it included a 
charge he had never made, namely, that tho 
Attorney General waa a member of the 
company. Ho never aaid that. As would 
bo teen reported in the Coloki.st, he said 
that tho inembors of the government were 
not diaintcrcatod. Ho said that there might 
bo oorruptioD, but ho never said tint tho 
Attorney-(iencral waa a mombor of tbo com- 
pany. Ho denied tlut the opposition 
wiahcd in any way to ahirk investigation, 
but if tho oppoaitiou wero given tiinu tho 
Attorney General would get all tho investi- 
gation he tlcsircd. He thought that the 
whole irunsaotion, and not merely what was 
specified in the resolution, ought to bo in- 
vestigated. 

Ho.N. Mr. Davie said tho hon. gentleman 
who had just spoken was wholly wrong, us 
tho reaolution ho had proposed waa broad 
onr.ugh in its scope to secure a full investi- 
gation, Bat it ia an inveatigation into the 
cliargCD of corruption that tho government 
wish to have, and not a roving commisaien 
to pi quire into every political issue, 

Hon. Mr. Beavkn objected to tho word- 
ing of the resolution, because it referred 
only to tho guarantee of interest. " It is 
the principal wo are talking about," he 
said. 

Hon. Mr, Davib— That has not been 
done yet 

Hon. Mr. Beaven said that though the 

Attorney General had with his knowledge 
of law confined tho reaolution to " tho said 
guarantee " ho ia not going to get nlV that 
way. That was [not what Mr. Forster 
charged, which was that the Attorney Gen- 
eral WHO working for the company and not 
for the province. 

Hon. Mr. Davie— Tho leader of tho op- 
position aaid that. 

Hon. Mr Beaven said if thcro waa to 
bo a oommiaaiou he wanted to add n lot of 
subjects for tho inqiiiry, which ought not to 
be merely into an old dead issue, passed up- 
on last year. He wanted to add something 
about tho lownsite of Three Forks and 
other matters. 

Hon. CoL. Baker aaid tho loader of tho 
opposition was as usual quibbling about u 
word. The question for tbo house was 
whether or not there should be a oommla- 
sion appointed to Inquire into grave charges 
of corruption. ' 

Mr. Brown said ho would refrain from 
discussing this matter now, but would be 
heard from at tho proper time. 

Mr. Grant thought the standing ordera 
ought to bo suspended, and if it wero 
thought desirable to alter the . resolution 
that oould be done afterwards. 

Mr. Semlin said thero was nothing at all 
in the resolution pertinent to what had 
tiikeii pliico tho other night. The Attorney- 
General knows OS well as any other lawyer 
how to draw up a renolntion, and when ho 
drew up onfl bo much ut variauoo with tho 
oircunistanooa ho must havo hud sonio ob- 
ject 

Mr Swoni) prfSHod for timo to consider 
the wofding of the resolution. 

HoN' Mr Uavie explained that os already 
said all ho wanted to do was to have the 
way clear so - that tho reaolution might be 
introduced.. He had nob the alightest ob. 



jsotion to putting tho dieoussion off until to- 
morrow, but he did not propose that now. 
If the members thought the resolution should 
deal with the gujrunteo of principal as well 
Qo of interest he would put that iudiatinotly. 
It must bo remembered, however, that the 
only guarantee yet authotizad ia of interest 
only, (he ugh tho government have aluo 
bound the house and the country to this, 
that that guarantee must be given unless the 
house chouses to substitute the guarantie of 
piiioipil as well. The evil, if.thei'e has 
been any, must therefore have been in the 
guarantee of interest. The bbjeotion per- 
sistently urged has bees, why did tho gov- 
orument assume that the road would oost 
$25,000 a mile when their own eatiraate now 
showa a ooab of only $17,600. The whole 
gravamen of their offence haa been that they 
have abuaed the powers given under 
the railway aid aot of last session 
authorizing a guarantee up to §25,000 
mile. To show, however, that 
the resolution Is inteaded to be 
as ootnprebenstve aa could bo desired, ho 
would alter it ao as bo include the guaran- 
tee of priacipal. He would also strike out 
the words chirging that he was a member of 
the company, if Mr. Forster wished to with- 
draw them. If ho chose to go back from 
that statement, tho government would bo 
perfectly willing to make the change. But 
what cannot be withdrawn are tho inainu- 
atlona that corrupt motives influenced the 
government in thu introduction of tho bill. 
The Opposition havo made u distinct charge, 
which tho government propose to refer to u 
fair and impartial tribunal, independent of 
every political consideration; that is what 
tho Opposition themselves ought to have 
moved, if they had the intereat of tho coun- 
try at heart. 

Mr Brown here rose to a point of or- 
der, holding that the Attorney tieneral hav- 
ing spoken before bad no right to speak 
now.

Hon Mr. Vernon rcauined the dobato upon 
the railway aid bill, explaining the receipts 
which the government are to get in consid- 
eration of their guarantee, being half of the

Mr Marti.v, after several other members 
had apoken, took up tho aubji ct of tho Nicola 
Valley railway, for which he asked hotter 
terms from tho government. He strongly 
pressed thGcULma, pointing out that it will 
aid in the development of some of the rich- 
est gold fields in Brit ish Columbia, while 
tho coal minea which it ia expected will bo 
opened up will empli y a larger number of 
men than will over bo put into Chilli- 
wack by tho building of the Chili- 
wuck railway. He tlid not think it 
w»a right for tho municipalities near tho 
capital to try to influence the legislation of 
this house by sending down large dole- 
gaiiona to wait upon the government, but 
if the Nicola valley had been more conven- 
iently sftuated, he could have got a bettor 
delegation from thero than any which hud 
visited Victoria thia session. 

It being 6 o'clock the Speaker left the 
chair, 

.iricr Ileccai. 

Mr Booth continued the debate on tho 
railway aid bill. He said that thn prov- 
ince, and both sides of the house, when ex- 
perimenting in thia direction liad gone to 
tho limit of l?2u,000 per mile, and tho first 
road to be gone on with under thia arrange- 
ment was the Nakusp & Slocan, which was 
a case of great ui'gency. The circumatar.oes 
connected with that had shown them that 
they could do better than had been proposed 
in tho railway aid act now on tho statute 
book, and now they came for- 
ward with this bill which prac- 
tically called for a further guarantee 
from the promotora who havo to put up one- 
h df of tho coat, besides which tho C P.R. 
will pay -10 per c;nt. of the gross earnings 
towards meeting the liability aaauniod by 
tho province. He considered tho present 
proposition aa fair a step as can be expected. 
He waa glad to hear Mr. Brown aay that 
he considered all these roads to be in the in- 
terest of the country and that he could not 
see any ground for opposing them. If that 
gentleman could not suggest any diff.rcnt 
course he ought nob cow to condemn the 
government for its aotion. To bis mind it 
certainly is a question whether or not the 
aeaiatance granted ia sufficient to enable tho 
roado to bo financed, but if it would enable 
them to bo built ho would heartily sup- 
port it. 

Mr. Hunter said the two sides of the 
house seemed to ho getting no neater on the 
subject of those railway guuroutees, tho 
arj^umenta nn both sides beini; about tho 
oanic to liuy as a month ago. Ho reviewed 
tho posit iona occupied by the reveral rail- 
ways which have received aid from the 
provinco. The Shunwap Okanagan, ho 
showed, had been built on purely buainesa 
principles, yet the contractor paid cut more 
money than was paid out by the govern- 
ment, so th:it the gentlemen oppcslte need 
uot rant and rave about that road. He 
would support the bill for aid to the Chilli- 
wack & Nicnla Valley railways, 
but for Iho firtt timo since he hud 
been in tho houao ho must say that tho gov- 
ernment are iu their legislation not up to 
tho times. He thought it utterly impossible 
that the Chilliwack road could be built for 
anything like $14,000 a mile, eipeoially in 
view ot the expert testimony laid before the 
house not long ago that a precisely similar 
road had oost $23,000 a niilc. Ho could say 
the same of the Ntpolaroad; and ho thought 
the government ought to increase the sum 
In each Instance to at least tho government 
estimate for tho Nakupp & Slocan railway — 
$17,500 per mile. Ho thought the two 
companies bad the right to expect some- 
thing more from tho house, and he hoped 
tho loader of tho government would take 
tho matter of an increase into hia serious 
consideration. 

Mr KiTCiitN coniplaintd that thia bill is 
a retrograde stop, while tho people of Chil- 
liwhack wero promised something better 
than had been proposed last year. Ho felt 
sure, however, that tho road could bo built 
for $1-1,000 per milo if uo conBtruction cnn - 
pany intervened. But ho did not think 
thai; tho people of Ciiilllwaok would guar- 
antee half tho coat of tho road or half tho 
intereat, ao ho did not aeo Who would put 
up tho root of the money. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon— Why tho company. 

Mn. Kitchen continued that it is well 
known that tho railway companies organ- 
i/.od in thia province have very little capi- 
tal, and he thought it would bo very hard 
for them to find tho money if tho govern- 
ment did not ahow its oonfidenoe in the 
sohemo by giving a liberal guarantee. 

Hon. Mr. Davik, asked, amidst general 
laughter, why Mr. Eitohen had not applied 
the same argument to the Nakusp k Slooan, 

Mr Kitchen replied that ho had nob 
oppoied tho grant of aid to tho Nakusp & 
Slocun road, but what ho objected to waa 
the way tbo government had carried on tho 
busineea, 

Hon. Mn. Daviic— Oh yea I It all dopenda 
on whoao axe wants grinding. (Laughter.) 

Mr Cotton aaid the membera on his side 
of the houao are put in u dillioulc position 
by this hill, which provides for aid to two 
railway companies whioh the house had last 
seasion pledged itself to aid. While thoy 
did not favor the indisoriminato bonusing of 



railways, they did admit thab^the, country 
needs opening up, and in diaensaing' theee 
two railways thoy must |^ot'' be/hcld 
to be supporting tho government's 'railway 
policy. Ho had boon careful not to'imjpute 
to the government in connection with-. Nak- 
usp road anything more than great oaireleW 
niiss and want of business oapacityi'an'd.'be- 
fore vi(>ting f()r any more aid ^ they bppbsition 
want tnbeiatlsfied'that the monieiy will be 
applied so as to be more profitable to the 
prevlnob. The proposed guarantee of half 
the oost of the Chilliwack road, on the as- 
enraption. ftom the bill of lastytar, that tho 
muniolpaiity is supposed to enable tbein to 
find the rest, ho thought would involve a 
heavy direct Ioa»,- of aomothiog like $,'iO,000,, 
in negotiating the bonda of tho municipality, 
Ho believed tho government should guaran- 
tee tho whole amount, and in return toke 
from Iho municipality a guarantee for its 
aharo. Ho did not agree with Mr. Hun- 
ter in tho matter of coat, as he 
thought $14,000 a mile would build tho 
Chilliwack road. He noticed what ho con- 
sidered an important omission in the bill, 
for while in the matter of tho Nakusp road 
the government practically becomes the 
bondholder, here the province has no auoh 
security and ia in a much worse poaiition. 

Mr Sword admitted that this bill pro- 
posed something of an improvement upon 
other measures of this kind which have been 
passed, but ho criticiaed the requirement, 
which he hold to bo practically made that 
tho municipality of Chilliwack should guar- 
antee half of the cost. He thought it 
would be better If when they are finding oil 
the capital government would not deal with 
intermediate parties, but would take the 
roads into their own hands and havo them 
built upon the best terms possible. He 
moved in amendment as follows 
to tho motion for the second reading 
of the bill, providing that the railway com- 
pany should, upon the government under- 
taking to leoure the oonstrnotion of the 
road, ho required to hand over their charter 
and their claim to the promised subsidy of 
$3,200 per mile from the Dominion. 

Hon Mr Vernon raised the point of 
order that this resolution Involves a good 
deal moro expenditure than that contem- 
plated by the bill, and he did not think 
such a resolution could be introduced by a 
private member. 

Hw. Mr Davie thought tho resolution 
in order, and would bo sorry to have it 
ruled out. He thought it competent for the 
house to aay that instead of tho aid proposed 
in the bill somo difl'erent kind of aid should 
bo given, and he would like to hear it dis- 
cuBaed. The effect of it if passed, however, 
would bo to completely kill the bill for this 
year. 

The Si'EAicer thought tho resolution went 
beyond tho power of a private member, and 
ruled it out nf order. 

Dr Mil.s'E continued tho discussion on 
the BtcTud reading, to whioh be expressed 
himself aa opposed. 

Mr Grant favored tho bill, and blamed 
tho government only for not having a more 
liberal railway policy. 

Bill read a second timo on division, 
Meesrr. Milne and Beaven alone voting con- 
trary. 

NAKUSl' AND SLOOAN RAILWAY. 

Hon. Mr Davie move! the lesolution of 
which he had givtn notice in the afternoon 
for a royal commission of enquiry. In stat- 
ing that ho had amplified it to inoluuo tho 
guarantee of principal, ho again called tho 
attention of the house to the fact that the 
only guarantee yet given is one of interest, 
thounh the government have reset vcd tho 
right to Bubatitute a guarantee which upon 
the piiuoipal and into ea^ of $17,500 a nvlo 
for twenty-five years, will come to leaa than 
tho contemplated guarantee of interest only 
upon twenty five thousand dollars a mile. 
He had gone into these figures so completely 
oi;c3 before that ho would not now repeat 
tho caloulatlons. Neither would ho diacuas 
tho merits of the bill, whether it is good 
policy or otherwise. That haa already 
been decided uppn._,and will probably 
bo decided again at the general 
olociions. For more than a month the op- 
position have been syatematiaally hinting 
that the government had been actuated by 
the moat corrupt motives, but only on Fri> 
day night had anyone the boldness to make 
a direct statement. He did no< a. y all tte 
members opposite were guilty, but rather 
only a few, for the rest were generoua 
enough, or honeat enough ho should say, 
not to make any inainuatious whioh they 
had no reason to believe had good founda- 
tion. Jlr. Forster waa more bold and open 
Ih tn his friends, and he had made the atate- 
intnta reported by the Times and already 
read to tiia hcuac. In thia ho said if the 
members of the government wero not in- 
torested some of their friends w,ore. What 
an ubaurd statement I Ho (\lr. D ivio) did 
not doubt for a moment that aomo friends nf 
tho government wero interected in this rond, 
and ho had no doubt that even aomo friends 
of tho opposition also wore intercttod, but 
Mr. Forater wont on, according to hia own 
organ. to charge that lie (Mr. 
Davie) must bo a member of tho com- 
pany, and that the transaction waa not 
straight. This atatemcnli was on a par 
with tho many insinuations which had 
been thrown out by other hon. gentlemen. 
Mr. Beaven had said that he htpad it could 
be shown that the government were not 
actuated by any corrupt motives, and fur- 
ther that it appeared as if His Honor had 
been guided by the hand of a member of 
the company. This made it perfectly clear 
that as His Honor had been guided by the 
Premier and membera of the executive coun- 
cil, they wero virtually charged with being 
members of the oompany. The leader 
of tho opposition bad also spoken 
of aomo subtle influenoe being at 
work, the meaning of this inainnation being 
perfectly clear, Mr. Brown on the 15th of 
March had called for a sworn statement aa 
to the cost of tho road, which ho claims 
should not have been more thon thirteen 
thousand dollars a mile. On the 3rd of 
April, tho leader of tho opposition aaid that 
tho Attorney-General aiipeured to be more 
desirous to advance tho interests of tho com- 
pany than thoao of tho country, and hud 
Bpokcn of " colossal chcok," ard of " an open 
attempt to unload the treosury of the coun- 
try on a private company." He said he did 
not know but what the membora of tho gov- 
ernment wero paid fat salaries by tho 
company. On F'riday evening last ho 
said that tho whole thing waa indefensi- 
ble, beoauao the Attorney-General was 
doing all tho work, und tho province was 
providing all the money, while the company 
derived all the profits, and also that uo ouo 
could peruse thn documents without saying, 
that tho whole scheme was aurroiinded with 
aua^i'oion. It docs not need men with very 
acute perception to know what all these in- 
einuatioaa mean, but tho hon, gentlemen 
delight to beat about tbo bush, 
and tho government bad simply to 
drag them out. Ho had invited 
them last Friday night to move for a com- 
milteo of enquiry, but this thoy refused, on 
the fiimsy pretext made by Mr. Brown and 
Mr. Beaven that the oaembera on the gov- 
ernment aide are mere whitewashors, that 
they would form a majarity of the com- 
mittee, whioh therefore would be of no use. 
A grosser libel on their follow members 
could hardly have been uttered, but no mat- 
ter who composed tho committee, the evi- 
dence taken by a short-hand writer would 
be there to speak for itself. That tho oppo- 
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eitton could have no excuse for fauU-tioding 
tho government had chosen to refer the 
matter to a commiBBlon above the plane of 
political influence. The motion which he 
moved is single in its point; a direct charge 
of corruption is what it meets; for though 
their insinuations are clothed in ambiguous 
laDguoga, they do constitute a direct charge 
of corruption. Once there is a shadow of 
suspicion Bgainst those in charge of the 
government, tho interests of tho people are 
.not sofa, and it is imperative that those 
charges should be cleared up, and the duty 
of thoio niakiug them to follow them to the 
clo83. I'rom a hint dropped by tho leader 
of tho oppoaition during the afternoon, ho 
had no doubt that that gentleman would 
seek to defeat the object of tho resolution 
-by introducing matters of political conten- 
tion into it, but he hoped the good eonso of 
■ihe houBO would prevent this. In the 
meantime he moved this resolution, the out- 
^jome of wbioh he hoped would, be to let the 
people of the country from one end to the 
other know whether the gqvoramait, are a 
set of boodlcrs or whether they are e'arrying 
on tho atr.ttra of the province with honesty 
and integrity. 

Mb. Forst£r said he was glad to notice 
the coolness and mildnesa with which the 
Premier had moved tho resolution, nud ho 
would endeavor to follow tho example thus 
sat. He wished to ropoafc that tho Times 
did not correctly report him, in making him 
say that tlio Attorney-General was u mem- 
ber of tho company; whot he did say was 
that tho Attornoy-Genei'al negotiated for tho 
oouBtruotion of the road by the C. P.R., and 
thou turned round and got the Noltusp & 
Slocaa company to do it. Ho had said that 
this action was singular booauso tho Attor- 
uey-Gentrul iiad no authority from the prov- 
ince to do tliis, and any authority 
lie had must has'O been from the 
KiiUufp & Slocan railway company. Tlie 
resolution in itself, ho conteuded, iiioaua 
uothi'Jt;, or only that tlio coinmidaiou is to 
find out whether or not the Attorn ey tlcii- 
cral is a member of the CDUipiuiy. 

Hon. Mi; Davik — More than tliat. 

Mr FdiisTKii — What does it mean'; 

Ho.s". Mk. Davie — Whether tho fioveni- 
ment was inliiicuced by corrupt motives of 
any kind. 

Mr Foustkk— But it ompowcra the eom- 
miaaiou to do nothing; gives itno authority. 
Wo want to ecquiro into all tlie facta. I 
said mui;h more than quoted in that puper; 
I said that old rails wore charged at $40 
when now could bo bought at $32. I asked 
why did the government not obtain an esti- 
mate of the cost, and why did they jump at 

: $17)500 a mile, as shown by Mr. alohun's 
letter. We want to know all these things; 
we don'c care whether the Attorney- General 
is a member of the company or not; that's 
not what we want to find out. 
HoK. Mr Datib —That is what you will 

'find out. 

Mr FoitsTER — We want to find out 
whether or not the government are guilty 
of carelessness, or whether the facts justify 
the strong suspicion that ministers were in- 

'Suenced by improper motives in carrying 
out this work. 

Hon. Mk Davie — I would like to know 
what you object to in this resolution, if it 
is only about being a member of tho com- 

.pany. 

Mr FoiiSTER — There is another part ; 
that about working for tho company, but 1 
am not particular about that, because if you 
had authority from the company, as I said, 
you must have been working for them. 

Mr ]}rown- bcid that one gentleman who 
had supplied him with the facts had strongly 
urged him to move for a committee of in- 
quiry, but he had told him that his experi- 
encQ showed it would bo useless to do any- 
thing of the sort. Gentlemen who make 
statements before such committees are 
marked men Irom that day forward, and 
the committee whitewashes the government 
and there is an end of it, The Attorney- 
General in his speech as reported iu the 
Colonist spoaks as if he wore tho boss of 
he whole business. 

Hon. Mk. Davie— So I was. (Laughter.) 

Hon. Col. Baker said it was much to be 
regretted that the dirge of the moribund in- 
dependent party is not to be attuned with 
greater dignity. He moved to amend the 
resolntion by striking out the words to wbieh 
Mr. F orster had taken exception. 

Hon. Mr. BsAVBir explained that why he 
-had not-moved for a commitaee of enquiry 
was because he was afraid he would have 
•been ruled out of order. 

Hon. Mk Davie— Not much! 

Hon. Mr. IJeaven said ho was going to 
ttst this " not much " and would now offer 
Fonielhing which would be well worth in- 
vestigating, this being aa follows: 
To strike out all subsequent to the " where- 
as " in the third paragraph, and insert "it 
has l)cen sti'.ted by the hon. the member for 
Nanaimo district in hia place in tho aaicin- 
bly in referonco to the said guaranteoB, that 
it appeared that the hon. the leader of tho 
government acted in tho matter as if ho wore 
an agent of the company, as the legislature 
had never given him authority to negotiate 
on behalf of tho company in respect to the 
construction of tho railway, and had been 
working more in tho intereata of the com- 
pany than the province, and it has aho 
been insinuated in tho assembly by other 
hon. members, although not directly charg- 
ed, that the menibera of tho executive coun- 
cil were actuated by corrupt motives in 
advising Hia Honor tlio Lieut. -Governor 
to give a guarantee of of principal and inter- 
eat in favor of the satd Nakusp and Slooan 
railway company, nad had exceeded tho 
power granted to them by the railway aid 
.act of 1898 ; 

" And whereas a piece of land in tho dls- 
triot of Kootenay has boon taken up as u 
pio empliou claim and tho houae has been 
asked to pass a bill authori?;ing tho iasuo 
of u cro-.vn grant to Charles Hugonin and K 
C. Carpenter to this laud, which is now 
know aa the bito of tho town of Three Forks, 
and ia the ^caaleru terminus of tho Nakuap 
and SIncan railway, and tliu crown grant of 
this land will, therefore, iasuo before tho 
usual time as provided for in tho land aot ; 

" Therefore, bo it resolved that a respect- 
ful address bo presented to Kli Honor the 
Lieutenant-Governor, praying him to ap- 
point a royal commiasiou to inquire whether 
the Hon. tho Premier did so aot, and 
whether in advising tho said guarantees 
the Premier worked more in tho interest of 
the company than the province, and also to 
inquire into all the circamstancca connected 
with any guarantee given or promised on ac- 
count of or in connection with the Nakusp & 
Slooan railway, and whether corrupt mo- 
tives of any kind existed with or Inflaenced 
any of Hia Honor's ministers In the advice 
tendered by them to His Honor the Lieut. - 
Governor in relation to the Nakusp & Slooan 
railway company, and whether the members 
of the executive exceeded the authority 
gronted to them by tho railway aid act, 
1893, and whether any of His Honor's min- 
isters have or had any interest, director in- 
direct in the Nakusp & Slooan railway com- 
pany or in any of tho contracts of tho com- 
pany, or in the construction company, eithor 
in material or supplies, or in any way what- 
soever, and that tho Commissioners bo also 
empowered to investigate, ascertain and 
report what persons have been or are 
either directly or indirectly interested in 
the land known as tho towusite of Three 
Forks, or in any of the proceeds of tho land 
known as lot 210, group one, Kootouay dis- 
trict, or who may have a promise of any 



interest from the person or persons to whom 
the grant ia to be issued, or from any 
person or persons to whom thoy may have 
promised or tgreed to transfer their right 
or any part or interest thereof or therin." 

Mk Booth waa amueed at the ingenuity 
of tho hou, leader of tho opposition, display- 
ed in drawing up tho resolution. If tho 
oommittoe inveatigited the matters here re- 
ferred to,and found tho answers to the ques- 
tions put in the resolution, ond discovered 
that there baa been nothing wrong, the hon. 
gentleman and hia friends could simply say, 
"Well wo are glad it is the caae ; we never 
said there was. We only asked the commis- 
sion to make sure about it." It would bo 
noticed that tho leader of the oppoaition 
does not charge anything in his resolu- 
tion, and takes no responsibility. He for 
one would not accept such an amendment. 
Neither would he vote for tho 
resolution, for he felt that the government 
ia altogether too aenaitive in thia matter, 
and that there ia no need whatever for tho 
appointment of any commiaaion, which 
would only be an expense to the country. 

Mb. Forstbr said it the government did 
not accept this amendment ho would tuko 
the refusal aa a proof that there is some- 
thing wrong. He did not believe that the 
road coat anything like $17,600 a mile, and 
ho wanted to know why the government 
guaranteed that amount If it ooat $4,000 or 
$5,000 a mile leas. He wanted to know who 
were the membera of the oonstraotion com- 
pany, and whether they were the same as 
tho railway company. 

Hon. Mr. Davie— You will find that out 
before you get through. 

Mr Forster continued that if the road 
dill not cost $17,500 ho wanted to know 
v,-hero tho mouoy went to, and ho wanted to 
know whether it waa built to boom tho town- 
site of Three F orks. 

Mr, Kkij.ik thought tho iimondment 
ahould bo printed to give tho members u 
chanco to read it. Ho therefore moved the 
adjournniont of the debate. Motion lost. 

Tho aniendment by Hon. Mr. Heaven 
being put was lost on tho following division : 
Ayoa — Messrs. 15eav.!u, Brown, ('jtton, 
Forster, Kitchen, McKoi-zie, ililnc, Hem- 
lin. Stoddart, Sivoid— 10. 

Noes — Messrs. Anderson, .-Vdamf, Baker, 
lionth, Davie, Fletcher, Homo, Hunter, 
Hall, Punch, Smith, Turner, Vernon, 
WatI, Rogers — 15. 

The Speaker asked Mr. Kellio how ho 
had voted, and Mr. KcUie replying that ho 
had not beard tho amendment read, and 
did not know what it w-aa abo'.'.'"., and there- 
fore had not voted at all, the Speikor said 
ho must be counted with th.c ayes. 

Hon. Mr. Vkrnon said ho thought there 
were some portions of Mr. Beaveu'a amend- 
ment which it might be as well to have em- 
bodied in the resolution, and, when these 
were added, he thought the house would 
unanimously adopt it. He then moved to 
add the last paragraph, which will be found 
printed below. 

Mr Sesiun asked who would oonstitute 
the other side in this investigation, who 
would take charge of it, and how the ex- 
pense would be provided for ? It looked to 
him to be all one-aided. The government, 
of course, would have able counsel on their 
aido, and he thought the beat counael that 
cou'd bo aoeured should bo retained on tho 
other. 

ItlR. Cotton said this royal commission 
would bo only a farce if there waa to bo no 
representation on the other side. Ho asked 
if tho evidence was to bo brought out at pri- 
vate expense ? If ao tho government must 
think that they were perfect foola on tho 
opposition side. Ho had seen the leader of 
the government trembling when the amend- 
ment by tho loader of tho opposition had 
been moved (laughter), but if thia waa to be 
a one-3ided affair, ho had trembled without 
cauoo. 

Mr, Stoddart said he wished to explain 
why ho had voted for Mr. Beaven's amend- 
ment. Ho did not believe tho sworn state- 
ments presented to tho houso contained tho 
whclo truth, or that the namea there given 

ore those of all the members of iho oou- 
Btruotion company. He believed the coun- 
try has a right to all the information asked 
for, and therefore voted for the amend- 
ment. 

Mb. Brows has a question of privileite, 
would like to know if the provincial 

trea.-ury was to pay tha expenses of tho 
government, and private members were to 
nay tho other side. If so, then ho would 
vote agiinst the whole thing us a farco. 

Mr. Booth would like to know what tho 
oppoaition had to euggest aa the proper way 
for the comniiesion to bo carried on, and 
whether the goverument nhould be tho pro- 
accutora aa well as tho defendants. Ho 
wished to say again that tho government 
had been too sensitive in this matter, and 
he would vote against tho whole thing. 

Mk. KiTCHliN said if tho amendment of 
tho leader of the oppoaition had been passed 
they would have been that the case was put 
properly before the royal commiaaion. Mow 
he, for one, would have nothing to do with 
it. 

Mr. Rogers said he had had the impres- 
sion from tho start that tho opposition only 
wanted to make a point for the coming elec- 
tions, and to throw alime on the govern- 
ment. He thought the government had 
really gone a little too fast in brinsing in 
this resolution themselves. The opporition 
had made these aoouaations and insmuations 
in a very contemptible- way. They Were 
afraid to ask for a committee and he thought 
were disappointed when the government 
brought forward this resolution. 

Mr. Grant on tho point of procedure, re- 
ferred to tho Texadi Island cominission aa a 
precedent. 

Mr. Smith said it looked as if the cov- 
crnment were expected to hire one lawyer 
to prosecute and another to defend them- 
selves, and it eocmed to him that a nioro 
foolish way of spending money had never 
been Bugi^'csled. For hia part he thought 
the moat serious portion of tho resolution 
had been taken out when Mr, Forstt-r with- 
drew hie charge that tho Attorney-General 
was a member of tho company. 

Mu. Forster— What the people want to 
know is whether the road cost §17,500 a 
mile or whether it did not. 

Mr. Kelue said he had heard from sev- 
eral people time and cgain stitonienta to the 
effect that the government had boon corrupt 
in this matter and he wished now to euggest 
that if any member of the legislature would 
take tho responsibility of making a substan- 
tial charge, the expense of both 
aides should be borne by the gov- 
ernment. He might say that during the 
recess ho bad gone to Seattle, and while 
there made inqairies of Mr. Barle, of Earle 
& Durham, as to the cost of railroad con- 
struction. That gentleman told him that he 
knew of no instance in Oregon and Wash- 
ington whore a railway such as tho Nakuap 
and Slocan road hid cost lesa than S25,000 a 
mile. He just mentioned thia to the house 
incidentally. Since tho charge has been made 
ho would heartily support tho resolution for 
its investigation. 

Hon. Mr Davie niado an exhaustive and 
complete reply, and tho resolution, amended 
and enlarged by tho government so that it 
reads as follows, was adopted, Messrs Booth 
and Rogers alone voting contrary. 

" That whereas, acting under tho advice 
of the Kxecutive Council, Hia Honor tho 
Lieutenant-Governor haa boon pleased to 
give a provincial guarantee of interest upon 
tho bouda of the Nakuap & Slooan railway 



company to tho extent of 4 per cent, per 
annum on §23,000 per mile for twenty-live 
years, and by tho like advice haa, in tho 
agreement for the guarantee of intereat, re- 
served the right to substitute bonds guaran- 
teeing principal at the rata of $17,500 per 
mile, together with intereat at a rate per 
onnum suiliciont to enable tho company to 
realize par, but in no case to exceed -l per 
cent, pet annum ; 

"And whereaa by message from Hia 
Honor tho Lieutenant-Governor, ivith tho 
advice aforesaid, a bill haa been introduced 
for the purpose of guaranteeing principal 
and interest in manner mentioned iu tho 
said Dgreomont ; 

" And whereaa it haa been stated by tho 
honorable the member for Nanaimo dis- 
trict, in Ilia place in tho houso of assembly, 
in roferenco to tho said guarantee, that it 
appeared that tho honorable tho loader of 
the government was a member of tho com- 
pany, and had beou working for tho com- 
pany and not for tho province, and it has 
also boon insinuated in tho said houso of 
assembly by other honorable membera, al- 
though not directly charged, that tho mem- 
bera of the executive council wore actuated 
by corrupt motives in advising His Honor 
tho Lieutenant-Governor in relation to tho 
matters aforesaid ; 

' Therefore, bo it resolved, that an 
humble address bo presented to His Honor 
tho Lioutenant-Govornor, praying hiiij to 
appoint a Royal Commiaaion to inquire 
whether tho honorable the Premier in ad- 
vising the aaid guarantee has worked tor 
the company and not for the province, and 
whether corrupt motives of any kind ex- 
isted wiUi or influenced His Honor's minis- 
tore in tho advice tendered by them to His 
Honor the Lieutenant-Governor in rolatiou 
to the Nakuap & Slooan railway company. 

And whether any of His Hon- 
or's ministers havo, or had, any 
interest, directly or indirectly, in tho 
Nakusp & Slooan railway company, or in 
any of tho contracts of tho company or iu 
the conatruotion company, either in furnish- 
ing material, or supplies, or in any v/ay 
wliataoevor."

In anticipation of fine 
weather about tho first of May, tho party 
hopo to bo in the field of labor by then if 
possible. They expect to meet the Amerioan 
com.mission is Juneau about the same date. 
Mr. King says tho work will ha completed, 
if it ia possible, thia year.
